The suggestion of such a fair comes 
from J. T. McVay, of Calhoun, who 
has successfully conducted in Gordon 
county some of the most successful 
county agricultural fairs ever held 
anywhere. 

Mr. McVay wrote President F. J. 
Paxon, of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, outlining his idea, and the 
matter was immediately referred to 
the committees on agriculture and con- 
ventions of the chamber, of which 
committees Messrs. J. T. Holleman and 
WwW. W. Orr are the respective chair- 
men. The committees will be brought 
together at an early date to discuss 
the interesting proposal. 

Thought Idea a Geod One. 

For Fulton county to havé a county 
fair at first seemed an amusing 
novelty, but after thinking it over 
the members of the chamber of com- 
merce agreed that there was a splen- 
did idea back of it which might be 
worked up to advantage. 

Atlanta has had big expositions of 
nationa] and international scope; cot- 
ton expositions and big state fairs, 
but such a thing as a county fair— 
not in years. Fulton county has 
numerous productive farms and citi- 
zens of Atlanta own farms in a number 
of state. 

Therefore a Fulton county fair to 
show what Atlanta’s farms and farm- 
érs are doing at home and abroad. 

That there is an opportunity to do 
this with profit, and with the outlay 
of infinitely less labor and money than 
that involved in staging a big spec- 
tacular exposition, is the belief of Mr. 
McVay, the man behind the Gordon 
county fair. 

Joint Meeting to Be Held. 

A joint meeting of the committees 
on agriculture and conventions will be 
called by Chairmen Holleman and Orr. 
They will invite Mr. McVay to appear 
and explain his proposal in detail. If 
they are impressed they will report 
to the chamber of commerce and the 
thing will be done. That’s the way 
the chamber works. 

“It seems to me the suggestion 
might be carried o i with profit in 
connection with the corn show’ next 
November,” said Mr. Holleman. “There 
is already very widespread interest in 
the corn show and the county fair 
would stimulate that interest as well 
as profit by it. If the farmers of At- 
lanta will take an interest in the 
movement there is no doubt that a 
show of fine proportions and much 
merit could be given.”

UN PICTURE FILMS 


The report of a committee from the 
College Women’s Association, which 
for several days has been investigating 
all the motion picture theaters in town, 
bears out, in almost every particular, 
the conclusions of the Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, which undertook this 
same investigation about a week ago 
at the request of The Constitution. 

The character of the pictures shown 
jis, generally speaking, fairly good, but 
not uplifting, say the college women. 
There is more danger in the vaudeville 
sketches which accompany the pic- 
tures in some halls. In one case, say 
they, the sketch was absolutely vul- 
gar. 

The question of danger from fire was 
thoroughly looked into. Most of the 
theaters were found to have adequate 
protection, as far as the exits were 
concerned. One only was really dan- 
serous, having but one exit, which 
leads down a long flight of steps into 
the basement of the building, instead 
of having & passage into a rear alley, 
as the better protected do. 

Another fault in almost all the places 
visited was the improper ventilation. 
The air was very bad, and it was rec- 
ommended that a decided improvement 
be made. 

The motion picture machines them- 
Selves, also, came under the criti- 
cism of the visitors, who Say that some 
are either old or have other faults 
which cause the pictures to flicker. 
These either ought to be repaired or 
replaced by new ones.

RELAXATION OF RATES 
FEATURE OF THE DAY 


Stock Market, However, Show- 
ed Shrinkage in Volume 
of Transactions. 


New York, November 21.—Relaxation 
in money rates was the feature of the 
day’s financial markets. Prices of se- 
curities failed to benefit from this de- 
velopment. There was a decided shrink- 
age in the volume of transactions and 
the tone of the speculation was heavy 
and sagging. The disposition to real- 
ize profits on previous purchases was 
partly responsible for this contradic- 
tory response to a favorable develop- 
ment. he demand aroused in outside 
quarters was insignificant and afforded 
no adequate medium for the profit- 
taking sales, light as those were. Fi- 
nancial commentators are inclined to 
criticise the manner of operating of 
the speculative forces mostly largely 
responsible for the prsent market 
movement, The tone of tnese criticisms 
seemed to have some deterrent effect 
on the operations, thus reducing the 
volume of the market, or of the deail- 
ings United States Steel, Union Pa- 
ciffé and Reading, in which storks 

10%e operations center aimost en- 
tirely. Weakness became more pgosi- 
tive in proportion as the pressure to 
Sell United States Stee] increased. 

The extremely favorabie bank state- 
ment, published here on Saturday after 
the stock market closed, had the effect 
of increasing the disposition of leaders 
to put out Funds. The departments of 
the money market which got most ad- 
vantage from those offerings, however, 
Were those in which least demand ex- 
isted. The demand for mercantile paper 
continues to lag. Great interest is 
felt in the compiiation of the reports 
of condition of national banks now in 
the hands of the controller. Appar- 
ently the credit position in the coun- 
try, as a whole, must be known before 
bankers will be inclined to depart 
wholly from their present attitude of 
cautious reserve. Comparisons of the 
reports frdém November 10, from the 
banks of some of the large reserve cen-~ 
ters with the preceding report of Sep- 
tember 1, promise an exhibit for the 
whole country that will reveal a fur- 
ther heavy calj on credit facilities, at 
the same time with the drawing down 
of cash reserves. While the currency 
movement indicates the cessation of 
the cash drain on account of crop 
movem:2nts, the process of loan liquida- 
tion to follow will be studied for the 
future promise of new bond flotations.
